The new billinrd-room of Moessrs, Leland &

very commodious and elegant one, being the

Across the Atlantie in Four Days.

PRESENT QONDITION OF THE “'0IGAR suIp."
The present conditien of the Winans *‘Cigar
ghip," now building in London, and of which
accounts were publizhed a long time ngo, 18 thus

deseribed by the London Murning Herald:—

“The generel form of the cigar-ship has been,
a3 her name shows, compared with that of a
cighr poluted off at both ends instead of one, A
more homely, but, perhaps, more eitectlve illus.
tration 18 that of the unpleasant but favorite
play1hing of the sireet boys, the ‘lipeat.’ Most
ol our landsmen readers will be wore or less
familiur with this simple but ingenious instru-
went of annoyance, and it they will fancy a
EBrobdignag ‘cat’ of elender wake and tapering
to an sbeolute deedle-polnt at either end, they
will bave before their eyes the exact representa-
fion of the hull of the cigarship. Thir hull,
which is, ol course, hollow, and is tformed of iron,
preseuting 8 periectly smooth and even surisce,
supports upon the upper side a small deck, occu-
pying about ball, or sowmetimes less, of the
extreme length, the taperi extremities pro-
jecting beyond it at either end, Unlike the hutl
1tself, this deck is not exuctly the sume at each
end, presenting a wedge-suaped front towards
the bow, while at the stern it is rounded off
Ameriean olipper fashion. About the deck are
to be geen the funupels, companion-houses, ete,,
but neither mast nor rigeing of any kind what-
ever, the only means o1 locomotion possessed by
the eigar ship being her engines, for which she
can, according to estimate, carry coal eaough
tor five days' consumption, Her extreme length
in about twu bundred and fifty feet, and greatest
dinmeter about sixleen feet, tapering gradually,
as we have said, to & point almost as fine as that
of & needle, The smount of accommodation is
therefore extremely bmited; and we belisve it is
not propored to make any siiempt at carrying
cargo ol any deseription, but 1w confine the ves-
sel gtrictly to the passenger trade. Even then it
is difficult to imagine, after due allowance for
saloon and sleepiug apartments, stores, berths
tor crew, #tc., what space can be fert for ongines
estimated to work up to two thousand horse
power.

“The means of propulsion employed are two
larpe screws, one at either end ol the vessel, und
placed within o very short distance of the ex-
t eme polnts, or at o distance of about one hun-
dred anpll twenty leet from the macbinery,
Thesge propellers ure to be of great diameter and
sbarp pitch—the one pushing, the other pulling
the vesscl, and each showing halt of its sur.ace
ubove the water, The esiimated extrame speed
is sbout twenty-seven miles per hour, A short
distance from the propeller, snd nearer 1w the
centre of the vesgel, is the rudder—one at each
end-——a broad iron piste like the rudder, or rather
steering paddle, ot the anclent galleys. These
are also rather more than one hundred feel [vom
the steering apparatus,

“Such is the general external ap
this remarkable vessel, now almos
launching. In the water her line of flotation,
sccording to the model of which we have before
gpoken, 1s exactly parallel with her lopgitudinal
axis, the ¢harp point at either end being just
level with 1he surface. Allowing sixteen leet as
her extrema diameter, she will thus be rawsed in
the centre eight feet above the water's ed e; or
with two feet more of bulwark, ten feet in all.
We are free to contess that, with every possible
desire 1o believe in the good qualiies of a vessel
whion promises to bring us our Amegican news
in some three or four days,and to lhmit that
dreadiul ehannel business to within the hour,
we are at a loss o understand how, under these
conditions, the cigar ship purposes to keep
ufoet. In perl'e:_-.tle: smooth water we can
imagine 1hat she might, it suocessfnlly ballasted
sgmnst the chanee of rolimg over and over, as
would be of course her mnaturel tendency, muke
something very like the estimated speed, thoazh
with what degree of comfort to the passengers
deprived by the construction of the vessel o i
light or ventllation exoept such as can be ob-
tained from the deck by means ol skylights and
windsnils, ahd with two enormouns propellers of
sévere pitch lashing the water ut elthier end, is
another question. The wedvautages, too, of
being cooped up in such extremely close quar
ters, with an engine of this enormous power,
may algo be open to question, even andor the
wost fuvorable circumstances,

*Dut the real diffioulties ot the clgarship. as
of most others, must commence with the first
symplome of & bresze. Imagine a vessel of this
constructlon traveiling st the rate of five-and-
twenty miles an hour—the minimom rate, be it
wmembered, for the New York passuge, on ue-
count of the consnmption of eoul—mecting in
mic-ocensn one of the westerly gales now cuareer-
ing acroes the Atlantie, In front of her la & wall
ol waler twenty fect high, teavelliug at the rate
of' s dozen miles an hour, Between them they
meet at 8 speed of torty miles, Thore is no ‘bow’
to It her over the obstacle, Rizht into it she
plunges, like o harpoon into & whale's back, the
whole force ol the blow bring met by the pro-
peller, which. however severe may be ils pitch,
cannot present anything very much better tnan
#n almost fiat surfsce tothe shogk. What chanoe
the bisdes would bave of surviving any very long
sucoession of such shocks ia a matter of gimpls
ecaleulation, and ope into which the engineers
hiaye no doubt fully entered,”
